This AMENDMENT is made, entered into, and becomes effective the 28th
day of June, 2002 by and between the State of Alaska acting through the Commissioner of
Natural Resources or designee, whose mailing address is 411 West 4'h Avenue, Suite 2C,
Anchorage, Alaska 99501-2343, and Amerada Hess Pipeline Corporation, BP Pipelines (Alaska)
Inc., ExxonMobil Pipeline Company, Phillips Transportation Alaska, Inc., Unocal Pipeline
Company and Williams Alaska Pipeline Company, L.L.C. (hereinafter referred to as
COMPANIES), whose mailing address is The TAPS Right-of-Way Team, 1835 South Bragaw
Street, MS 568, Anchorage, Alaska 99512.

This agreement, hereinafter referred to as AMENDMENT, amends the TRANSALASKA
PIPELINE RIGHT-OF-WAY LEASE as recorded in the Valdez Recording District on May 15,
1979 in Book 86, Pages 802-908; the Chitina Recording District on June 11, 1979 in Book 7,
Pages 845-950A; the Barrow Recording District on July 16, 1979 in Book 24, Pages 1107; the
Fairbanks Recording District on July 16, 1979 in Book 149, Pages 799-905; and the Rampart
Recording District on July 16, 1979 in Book 4, Pages 237-343.

WHEREAS, the COMPANIES have requested that Section 2.c. of the existing TRANS-
ALASKA PIPELINE RIGHT-OF-WAY LEASE with an effective date of May 3, 1974 be
amended to reflect a renewal term for up to thirty (30) years in conformance with AS
38.35.110(a), as amended, pursuant to Section 5, Ch. 18, SLA 2001; and

WHEREAS, Section 2.c. of the existing TRANS-ALASKA PIPELINE RIGHT-OF-
WAY LEASE reads as follows:

2.c.  The Commissioner shall renew the Lease for additional periods up to ten
(10) years each, so long as the Pipeline is in commercial operation and the
Lessees are in full compliance with State law, including but not limited to
State law pertaining to regulation and taxation of the Pipeline.
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NOW, therefore, the parties agree that the TRANS-ALASKA PIPELINE RIGHT-OFWAY
LEASE is amended as follows:
Section 2.c. is hereby amended to read as follows:

2.c.  The Commissioner shall renew the Lease for additional periods up to
thirty (30) years each, so long as the Pipeline is in commercial operation
and the Lessees are in full compliance with State law, including but not
limited to State law pertaining to regulation and taxation of the Pipeline.

Except as expressly amended hereby all terms, covenants and conditions of the TRANS-
ALASKA PIPELINE RIGHT-OF-WAY LEASE shall remain in full force and effect.

This AMENDMENT may be signed in counterpart. All such executed counterparts shall
be considered an original, and the original signature pages and notary attestations may be
attached to a single counterpart for purposes of recordation.

WHEREAS, the LESSEE has applied to amend the existing Right- of-Way Lease ADL 63574 to include
additional State of Alaska land for a temporary construction zone to accommodate the installation and maintenance of
an underground cathodic protection system. This system will utilize a shallow distributed horizontal groundbed along
an existing winter trail near the Dalton Highway milepost 38 near pipeline milepost (PLMP) 367.2. The anode system
is designed to provide maximum protection for future integrity of the pipeline by enhancing cathodic protection of the
buried Trans-Alaska Pipeline System between PLMPs 361 and 372.

NOW THEREFORE, the COMMISSIONER and LESSEE agree to amend the RIGHT-OFWAY FOR THE
TRANS-ALASKA PIPELINE, ADL 63574 to include the lands within the Rampart Recording District described as:

Township 11 North, Range 9 West, Fairbanks Meridian, Alaska.

Section 22, NE4SE4, those lands lying south of and adjacent to the TAPS right-of-way at PLMP 367 and
within and east of the Dalton Highway right-of-way at highway milepost 38, the entire area lying southeast of
the intersection of the pipeline and highway, as depicted on the drawing submitted October 12, 1999 labeled
"COOPERATIVE CORROSION PROJECT X08095X, TI IN, ROW, F.M., SEC. 22, PLMP 367".

Containing approximately 2.10 acres.

The lands described above are incorporated into and made a part of the RIGHT-OF-WAY LEASE FOR THE
TRANS-ALASKA PIPELINE dated May 3, 1974, ADL 63574.

The lands needed to accommodate the cathodic protection system after construction will be substantially less than
those described above. After construction, Alyeska Pipeline Service Company will submit an as-built drawing for the
Commissioner s approval.

On March 5, 1996, Exhibit D Description of the Right-of-Way for Related Facilities of the Trans Alaska Pipeline
Right-Of-Way Lease dated May 3, 1974, ADL 63574, was amended to include 2.3 acres of shoreland at pipeline
milepost 243.6 for construction of a new diversion dike, Spur Dike 8A (since redesignated Spur Dike 7A). The added
right-of-way is on shorelands to which Alaska claims ownership as lands beneath navigable waters, the Middle Fork
Koyukuk River.

WHEREAS, the LESSEE has applied to amend the existing Right-of-Way Lease ADL 63574 to include
additional shoreland within the Fairbanks Recording District for the purpose of constructing and maintaining a new
diversion dike that extends from the pipeline right-of-way at pipeline milepost (PLMP) 243.6 into the Middle Fork
Koyukuk River floodplain. The purpose of the diversion dike is to control river bank erosion and protect the Traps-
Alaska Pipeline System (TAPS) by preventing the development of an active river channel over the buried pipeline at
this location. The diversion dike will be situated within the SW4SE4 of Section 1, of Township 27 North, Range 13
West, Fairbanks Meridian, Alaska. The shoreland requested for construction of the dike consists of approximately 2.3
acres.
